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S. Klein Scheduled 
To Close Store Here

Within the next few weeks the S. Klein department store at 
tke Beltway Plaza will conduct a “Going-Out-Of-Business* sale. 
Opened in 1963 and described at that time as the largest suburban 
store in the Washington area, the store petitioned the county's Di¬ 
vision of Business Standards (DBS) on January 30, 1975 to dis¬ 
continue retail operations. The S. Klein store in Virginia applied 
for a similar closing sale, 


Third Year Of CARES 
Approved By Council

The Greenbelt CARES budget was carefully scrutinized, cut 
by $15,000, and then passed by a unanimous city council on Feb¬ 
ruary 3, although Mayor Richard Pilski made clear that his vote 
was a reluctant one. “I voted yes,” he explained, “because I didn't 
want anyone to say that the program was not successful, because 
it wasn't allowed to continue for another year.” But, he warned 
CARES officials, “If you want this program to continue next year, 
you must provide more informaton. Without evaluation of the 
program, we cannot tell its accomplishments.” 


According to John Wildman, Li¬ 
cense Office Chief of DBS, the 
application has been approved and 
is valid for 120 days from the date 
of issuance. The applicants must 
operate under the regulations of 
county law CB-1 which went into 
effect November 1974 to prevent 
“false going-out-of-business sales.** 
Wildman said that four pages of 
debt claims against S. Klein were 
attached to the application. 

A Klein’s corporation official 
spoke to the Beltway Plaza Mer¬ 
chants Association last week and 
told them of the store's imminent 
dosing. It appears that the com¬ 
bined sales of the Greenbelt and 
Virginia stores did not warrant 
keeping the stores open. About 200 
employees were notified on Janu¬ 
ary 30 of the Greenbelt store's de¬ 
mise. Rumors had been circulat¬ 
ing for months that the end was 
near. 

S. Klein officials said the cor¬ 
poration is attempting to find other 
businesses to take over the leas¬ 
es of the stores. The $7 million 
Greenbelt store has 300,000 square 
feet. Personal property taxes of 
$15,564 were paid to the city of 
Greenbelt by the McCrory Cor¬ 
poration of New York (same ad¬ 
dress as S. Klein) last year. Con¬ 
cessions leased within the depart¬ 
ment store also pay a personal 
property tax. The city will lose 
these taxes when the store closes. 

The closing of S. Klein will be 
a blow to the 53 merchants in the 
Beltway Plaza Mall. A spokesman 
for the Merchants Association 
said that it was apparent over the 
last two years that the store was 
experiencing a steady decrease in 
business operations. The hope of 
the merchants has been that an¬ 
other department store will move 
into the large three-level building 
to avoid serious repercussions to 
their businesses. 

The merchants were also in¬ 
formed that Beltway Plaza devel¬ 
oper Sidney Brown is negotiating 


with other companies in search of 
a new tenant. In December, 
Brown appealed to the Green¬ 
belt city council to support his 
efforts to secure a second depart¬ 
ment store for the Beltway Plaza 
(existing zoning already permits 
this use). At the time he 
told council that the Belt- 
way merchants, including S. Klein, 
had not been getting the business 
they should. He said, “We are in 
trouble and we need that second 
department store to perk up sales. 
It is a known fact that depart¬ 
ment stores like to travel in pairs. 
They feed on each other. Beltway 
Plaza is the only enclosed mall 
in the state that has only one de¬ 
partment store." The majority of 
council subsequently supported his 
request.

Rent Control Hearing 
Set For February 11 

With the end of rent control in 
sight, County Council will hold a 
Feb. 11 public hearing on two 
new rent control proposals that 
will set ceilings on county rents 
into 1976. The hearing on CB-18, 
introduced by chairman Francois 
at the request of the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Tenant Federation 
and CB-19, sponsored by coun- 
cilmembers Francis White, Amon- 
ett, Darene White, Hartlove, Koonce 
and Casula, will be aired 7 p.m. 
at Largo Senior High. 

Essentially a continuation of the 
existing rent control ordinance, 
CB-18 would allow a three per¬ 
cent hike in basic rental charges 
and a maximum of four percent in 
utility cost pass-throughs. The 
present law allows all non-profit 
pass-throughs of utility and tax 
increases suffered by the landlord. 
CB-18 continues the present alter¬ 
native of a flat six percent increase 
for landlords who don't want to cal¬ 
culate and justify pass-through 
rent hikes. According to the 
Landlord-Tenant Commission, 90 
percent of the county’s landlords 
chose the alternative rather than 
do the costly calculations. 

Recommended by the Landlord- 
Tenant Commission CB-19 propos¬ 
es a six percent basic rental in¬ 
crease plus all non-profit pass¬ 
through costs representing increas¬ 
es in utility and tax charges. In¬ 
creases in capital costs such as 
repairs or improvements to apart¬ 
ment units must be borne by the 
landlord. 

The bill would allow a straight 
nine percent increase to landlords 
unwilling to calculate the pass¬ 
through rental increases. For ten¬ 
ants who pay one utility bill, the 
flat increase would be limited to 
eight percent; for tenanats who pay 
both utility bills, the rental ceil¬ 
ing would be seven percent. Addi¬ 
tionally, the bill proposes decon¬ 
trol of all vacant rental units. 
Currently, there is a four percent 
vacancy rate across Prince Georg¬ 
es county. 

City To Recognize 
Outstanding Employee 

City Manager James K. Giese has 
announced plans for the Fourth An¬ 
nual Outstanding City Employee 
Award. All city employees are eli¬ 
gible for this award if employed 
at the time of nomination. The 
award consists of a $100 Savings 
Bond and an inscribed wall plaque. 

Selection of the winner will be 
made by the city council. The prin¬ 
cipal basis for selection will be the 
employee's overall work record with 
the city and, in particular, his 
record during the past year. 
While a particular event or heroic 
feat will be considered, the employ¬ 
ee’s general work record is of prime 
importance. 

Any citizen or employee may 
nominate one or more employees 
for the award. Nominations should 
be made on forms available at the 
city offices or by simply submitting 
the nomination in writing to the 
city manager’s office. All nomina¬ 
tions must be accompanied by rea¬ 
sons why the nominee deserves the 
award. The deadline for submitting 
nominations has been set as not 
later than Feb. 18. 

Previous winners of this award 
were Norman F. (Buck) Powell, 
Public Works Foreman and a 21 
year veteran of the Public Works 
Department, Betty R. Lehman, Rec¬ 
reation Department Secretary who 
has 9 years' service with the City 
and Sergeant Thomas VanValken - 
burgh who has served as a dispat¬ 
cher and police officer for 9 years. 


Councilman Charles Schwan and 
Gil Weidenfeld protested the 
statement that there had been no 
evaluation and statistics gather¬ 
ing. The problem, as they saw it, 
is that it is difficult to measure 
the progress made over the short 
run under a youth counseling pro¬ 
gram of this type. CARES officials 
have statistics that show that few 
juveniles referred to them by the 
Department of Juvenile Services 
are referred back to the Depart¬ 
ment But it is almost impossible 
to correlate the drop in juvenile 
crime with any effect CARES is 
having on the community since 
the program is only in its second 
year. 

Councilmen Tom White and 
Richard Castaldi stressed that 
they have heard no adverse criti¬ 
cism of the program or its opera¬ 
tions. Similar praise of the program 
was heard from such audience 
members as the Rev. Kenneth Bil¬ 
ker and Tom Greer. 

Questions 

Sanford Cornett from the audi¬ 
ence, expressing concern about du¬ 
plicating services, asked whether 
Greenbelt families would have 
counseling service available else¬ 
where if Greenbelt CARES were 
abandoned. 

“The answer to this," White said, 
“is yes, but the services would not 
be of the same quality, intensity, 
or timeliness." It was noted that 
some other family counseling ser¬ 
vices impose a sliding scale of 
fees, whereas the services of 
Greenbelt CARES are free. 

Weidenfeld said he is for the 
best services that Greenbelters can 
get within reason and thought 
Greenbelt was fortunate to be able 
to get this program with such few 
Greenbelt tax dollars. The Federal 
Government pays 90 percent of the 
cost of the program, the State 3*4 
percent, and the city of Greenbelt, 
6*4 percent for the first three years 
of the program. 

Budget 

The final CARES budget as ad¬ 
opted by council calls for 1975/76 
expenditures of $87,969, of which 
Greenbelt will pay about $7,333. 
This is equal to about 1 cent on 
the city tax rate The cuts made 
in the budget by council were 
mainly in the area of personnel. 

In voting for the budget, Schwan 
noted that it had undergone very 
careful scrutiny. He welcomed its 
passage because “There are too 
few weapons in our arsenal to deal 
with problems of youth." Castaldi 
also commented that the youth of 
today are susceptible to many 
more problems than they were 
years ago. 

The CARES budget proce-i 
Monday night turned out to be a 
lengthy procedure, as Mayor Pil¬ 
ski, who had been unable to attend 
three earlier work sessions on the 
subject, insisted upon giving the 
budget a line-by-line review. The 
other council members who had 
already made tentative cuts at the 
work sessions, were somewhat tol¬ 
erant of the prolonged question¬ 
ing, except at one point where 
Pilski charged the council with 
making all the budgetary decisions 
at a work session. 

Weidenfeld immediately retorted 
that as presiding officer at the 
work session, he had followed the 
same budgetary procedures em¬ 
ployed by the mayor in handling 
the regular city budget — namely, 
use the work sessions to review the 
budget and to make tentative de¬ 
cisions, with final approval reser¬ 
ved for the regular city council 
meeting. 

Such approval then followed un¬ 
animously, but Pilski still had 


reservations. When a second res¬ 
olution was proposed informing 
the Governor’s Commission on Law 
Enforcement and the Administra¬ 
tion of Justice that the council 
next year will seek further fund¬ 
ing assistance from the Depart¬ 
ment of Juvenile Services and/or 
other sources to assure continua^- 
tion of the program, Pilski cast 
the only negative vote. He con¬ 
strued this resolution as commit¬ 
ting next year’s council to the pro¬ 
gram. The resolution also stated 
that this council action was sub¬ 
ject to a review of the third year’s 
operation which determined to the 
satisfaction of the council that the 
program was of positive value te 
the community. 

Garden Plots 

The Park and Recreation Advi¬ 
sory Board agreed with council to 
let the Garden Club use the area 
to the south of the Public Works 
Building at the Greenbelt Lake 
Park, with the understanding that 
the permit is for this year only. 

Sue Modzelewski has resigned 
from PRAB. 

Council members Pilski, Schwan, 
and Castaldi will serve on the Ad 
Hoc Committee on Community De¬ 
velopment. This committee had 
been set up jointly with Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. to consider pos¬ 
sible utilization of future grant 
monies under the new Federal 
Housing and Community Devel¬ 
opment Act. 

Tax Legislation 

Council agreed to inform the 
Prince Georges county delegation 
that it still has under study the 
tax proposals put forward by 
county executive Winfield Kelly, 
and while it is unable to take a 
position on the individual bills it 
feels that the delegation should 
take care that any tax proposals 
for new county tax sources also 
include provisions for similar mu¬ 
nicipal taxes or sources. 

Police Space 

The council meeting room on 
the second floor of the Municipal 
Building will be converted to po¬ 
lice department use. This means 
that only the Council Room is 
available for meeting room space. 
The council will try to schedule 
its meetings for Monday and Wed¬ 
nesday evenings, and the advisory 
boards for Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings. There is, however, space 
available in other city buildings. 


Breast Cancer Program 

There will be a special program 
at Greenbelt Library on “Breast 
Cancer and You," a multi-media 
program featuring Donald C. Ed- 
gren, M.D. who will answer ques¬ 
tions. There will be a film entitled 
“Breast Cancer - Where We Are," 
and a plastic model to demonstrate 
self-examination. 

The program will be held or, 
Wed., Feb. 12, at 10:30 a.m. in the 
meeting room. Co-sponsors of the 
program are the PG Unit of the 
American Cancer Society and Peo¬ 
ples Drugstores. Everyone is wel¬ 
come.

Fallacies Charged 

To the Editor: 

Mrs. Eunice Coxon’s letter in 
the Jan. 30 News Review is based 
cn several fallacies, the most ser¬ 
ious being that there exists an ad¬ 
versary relationship between the 
board of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes and the membership. All 
board members are also members 
cf the cooperative and are elected 
by their fellow members to repre¬ 
sent tlmm in making the policy of 
the corporation. Mrs. Coxon has not 
been so elected and does not rep¬ 
resent the membership. 

The second fallacy is that the 
Audit Committee is a sort of su¬ 
per bonrd which has the power to 
change the economic situation and 
make the board fall in line. The 
reason the Audit Committee rec¬ 
ommended a change in the by-laws 
concerning the 10% annual in¬ 
crease was simply that the finan¬ 
cial situation of the corporation 
cannot remain in the excellent con¬ 
dition it has enjoyed throughout 
its lifetime of inflation raises the 
two costliest items ' in the budget 
(taxes and fuel) by 50% to 200% 
a year while the increases in 
charges to members are limited 
to 10%. 

The third fallacy is that Mrs. 
Coxon relies on figures supplied 
by Mrs. Martha Hutzler rather 
than those supplied by certified 
public accountants, including three 
firms employed by the corporation 
and our own staff CPA. Mem¬ 
bers may ask why Management 
or the Board doesn’t explain these 
things to Mrs. Hutzler. Manage¬ 
ment has given hours and hours 
of valuable time trying to answer 
Mrs. Hutzler’s questions, but her 
lack of any bookkeeping or ac¬ 
counting background makes it 
impossible unless Mrs. Hutzler 
were to take a course in accoun¬ 
ting. 

For the past seven or eight years, 
Mrs. Coxon has found fault with 
the board and the Audit Commit¬ 
tee and yet the composition of 
these groups is forever changing. 
There are at most two* members 
on the board now who were on 
when Mrs. Coxon first started. 
Mrs. Coxon’s suggestions often 
include the need to spend 
more money, as the Management 
Audit which cost $10,000 and pro¬ 
duced a recommendation that we 
increase our budget by $29 000 a 
year, and her latest that we hire 
a trustee account for the GNMA 
repayment which would cost $750 
to $1000 per year. Our funds for 
that repayment are thoroughly 
safeguarded in Treasury notes 
which are held in a New York 
bank.
